The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record 
(JP 08292413) teaches a pair of substrates each having an inner and outer surface, a pair of phase 
plates each on the outer surface of the substrates; a pair of polarizers each place outside the phase 
plates, transparent electrodes on the inner surface of the substrates and a transreflector on the 
outside surface of one of the pair of substrates.
